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Genera! Union Convention of the Presbyterian
Charoh, the object of the assemblage of which
avowedly fs to secure the unlon of all the
oppoaing branches of that denomination. We
hope that its object may be successfully novom-
plished, The division between the New anl
O1d 8chool, and the reform school, and ali the
othor sohools of Preabyterians, has long been
tha subject of keen regret by those who desire
to see all working together to forward the
influence of the Churoh. It would seem, from
the actiena of the wise men of that denomina-
tion, that they have not read /Esop's fable of
the bundle of sticks, or else they wonld naver
bhave presented each of their feable schisms
soparatoly to be broken by ocontact with
the world. It haa long been a wonder to
inteltigent men why it is that, whils
profesging the most unequallad enthusiasm in
their Master's work, the tendency of all de-
nominations is to divide into counter factions,
which are not allowed to exist in any secular
assoolation. It would, indeed, appear that
ainners are wiser in this generation than the
ohildren of light; for we do not see politioal
parties, in their struggle for office, cutting
themselves up into fragments, with such dis-
regard to power as to make us have a suspi-
olon of treason. Yet this has marked the life
of the Presbyterian Charch. Doctrines infi-
nitely minute have been the causs of division;
details—so trivial and unimportant that, had
they ooourred in any other association buta
Churoh, wounld not have merited debate, much
lpss divislon—have been magnified into rooks
on whioch the society has split. The election
of deacons and the power of alders was one
of the great oanses of the almost fatal separa-
tion into the 0ld and New School Presbyterian
Church. These divisions, small at first, have
grown with time, until for gome years there
bas been little more union between the two
“‘gohoola’ than either has with the Roman
Churoh. At Ilast; however, the folly, the
wickedneas of such a saorifice of the power in
their possession to the petty arguing over a
small difference, has become apparent, aod
both the conventions of the divisions adopted
resolutions favoring a union on some basis of
compromige. And this Convention is the
fruit of this desira to secure a nnited Preshy-
terlan Church. It is, therefore, of great in-
terest to the Church at large, and should re-
ceive the sympathy of all those who dagira to
gee the influence of an influential religions
denomination extended,

Its suocess, however, dapends, to a very
great extunt—we may gay depends entirely—
on the preservation of a spirit of unity aod
mutnal conoession among the members. It is
vitally impartant that each should yield his
partionlar theory, in order that a basis gene- |
rally satisfactory can be secured. And as the

‘onvention waa called for the declared objeot
of effecting an union, it seems hardly neces-
sary for us to add our conviction that, if any
one is in it who is not in favor of such & con-
summation, he owes it to himsell and the
Master he professes to serve to withdraw,
without seeking to canse discord. Recognizing
the importance of fraternal unity of sen-
timent among the members, we extremely
regret the untoward ocourrence of Wednes-
day sfterngon. The circumstances of the
case are not laid before the public, and a false
impression may be engendered that & serious
division exists in regard to the feasibility of a
pnion., The truth is that Dr. Breckinridge, of
Kentucky, commenced a speech with deny-
ing the poesibility of the union of five diffe-
rent branches of the Presbyteriam Church,
gooffing &t the object as one so impoasible as
not worthy of being attempted.
oourse of his remarks he stated that not ons
of the Committee on Union were theologians,
and for this statement was very properly called
to order by Mr. Biuart, who was acting as
President, The Doctor made some quick re-
dort, and was continuing in the same strain,
when the President insisted on his desisting,
which, after protest, he reluctantly did. It is
duo to the rest of the Conventlon to say that
thoy did not appear in the least to sympathiza
“with the course of the reverend gentleman,
and sepmed much annoyed at the tone which
ke adopted.

Looking st the objeotion nrged against the
on Unlon, that nons of them
were theologlans, we fail 1o see any good canse
for oomplaint.  On the contrary, we most
heartily congratulate the Convention that its
Gommitteos are not ‘“heologians.” What is
mesded al present is not a discussion of the
refined subtleties of the falth, wor the views of
the members on some obaoure Passage of St.
Paul on the subject of deacons. Men of sound
common #ensoe and earnest religions faith are
the only ones who can gain the object fu view.
Bwas the theologians who caused the dis.
upion. It has been their contumacionsness
which has kept the breach open; and the most
harbinger that the unlon is prac.
ticable is furnished by Dr. Breckinridge, when
he tolls us that the men who have the matter
in hand are not * 7 If all the dif-
forences between ‘‘twoedledum’ snd ‘‘twee-
dlodes'' are kept out of the Commities, a plan
of unlon la certain,

one grand unit farnished by the Presbyterian
Church—a stroctars whioh will resiat the
charges of all enemins, and be powerful in de-
fending the faith against the assaults of “‘the
world, the flesh, and the devil.”

The Legality of Running the Cars on
Sunday.

Tuxr Bupreme Court in bano decided that the
running of the cars on the Habbath was got
illegal in such a light as to bring it before that
Court, and also held that the ranning was
lawful, and not & “bresch of the peace,” This
opinion was delivered by Justice Thompson,
Chief Justice Woodward and Jpstiea Read
asgenting; Justices Agnew and Birong dis-
genting. An opinion in the onse was de-
livared by Justioe lead, and the substance of
it we give in brief. Speaking of the law in
thé case, he says:—

By the aet of the 29 Charles the Second, ¢h. 7,
for tha belter obseryauce of the Lord's Day,
uummonl{ called Banday, no tradesman, artl.
fcer, workman, laborer, or other person what-
soever, shall do or exerolse any worldly labor or
work of thelr ordinary cullings nron the Lord's
Day or any parl thereof (works of necossity and
charity only excopled), "under a penalty of five
ghlllipgs.”’

Under this statute, it has been beld, a sale of
& horse was not votif. such sale not belog made
in the ordinary calltug of the plulollll or his
agent; 50 A contract of nirlug mmle on a Sun-
day belweon a farmer and a laborer fora yeuar
Is valid, nand the enlistment of a saldler 'F a
reoruiting officer is not withiln the statute. The
words "aEner rson or persons’ do not lnclude
the ownor or driver of & stadge cosch, nad there-
fore thelr conltraols Lo carry passcngers on a
Bunday are binding; so an attorney entsring
into an sgreement on Sunday for thesettlemont
of his cileat’s atfuirs, sud theroby rendering
himeelf personusily llabvle, (s not theroby ex-
ereising hils asual calling; apd the panaity can
oply be incurred ouoe ou the same day, Ho s
farmer engoged i bavmakiog on Sanday is
not within the statule; nor are raliwaya. ““The
statutes olearly do nol upply 1o rallway com-

anles, 80 us to render it lilegsl for them Lo run

ralus for the copveyance of goods or passen-
gers on a Banday.'" Unitty on Uarriers, LI7,

Such was the law of England at the founda-
tion of the Proviunee of Pepusylvania by Wil-
ltam Penn; for although rallways were not in
existence, stage conches were, In 1658, 1a Crom-
well’'s ume., Penn's views on the subjeot of
Sunday are to be found in his works and thoso
of Barclay, and wers the views of the Soctety of
Friends, who werethe (_narlr colonisls. In the
Inws sgreed uron In England, oxpression is
given Lo them in the thirty-sixtn law:—"1That
aeoording Lo the good example of the primitive
Ohristisnus, and for the ease of the creation,
evely first day of the week, called ihe Lord's
D:?r. ];eaplc.- ghall abstaln from Lhelr common
daily labor, that they may (he better dispose
thewmselves to worsulp God according to thelr
nnderstandings.'”

In the groat law passad at Chester' in Docam-
bar, 1682, we flud this decluration us to lbarty
of consclence:—'Nor ahall he or she at any time
be compelled Lo freguent or malntaln any re-
ligions worship, pluee, or minlstry whatever
contrary to his or ner mind; butshall freely an

fuliy enjoy hils or her Curistiaun iiberty in that
respeot without any lnterraption or reflection,
Bul to the end that looseness, irreligion, and
athelsm may not oreep In uonder pratense of
consclence, in this Provinoes, ‘Be it farltbher en-
acted,’ thut mccording to the sxample of the
primitive Christinng, and for the esse of tha
creation, every flrst day of the wealk, called the
Lord's Day, peopleshall ubstain from their usnal
and common toll and labor. Thal, whether
masters, parents, ohlidren, or servanis, they
may the better dlspose Lhemselves Lo reald the
I:l-crrpmruu of truth at home, or to frequent sush
meetings of religlous worship abroid as may
best sult thelr respective persunsions,’

Then came the aclt of the 2Zd of April, 1794,
whieh was passea the year after the yellow
fover had devastaled nur olty, and whloh Is the
existing law., The firat gection enacts that *'Ir
any person shall do or perform any worldly
employment or business whalsoever, on the
Lord's Day, commonly ealled Sumll:rf (worlks of
necessily aud charity only excepted), he shall
for every such oftouse forfelt and pay four
dollars,”

It will be observed that the met of 1081 oon-
tained no penaliy, which was, howover, sup-
plied by the nel of 1700; but Lhe net of 1705, like
the statute of Ch, 2, did not apply to stage
conclies or to travellers by publio conveyances,
and this was the wise and liberal law of the
Provinee under which ﬁr' up the usages men-
tionad by . J. Lowrls, in the Com. vs, Nesbit,
10 Casey, 308, and which wonld be 11l under
a siriet construotion of the act of 1704 In 1770
and 178 the lapguage was changed, and this
accounts for the éexception of stage coaches In
the provisions of the last-uamed aot.

From these laws and thelr exceptions, Jus-
tice Read deduces the opinion that the prohi-
bition was not intended to apply to cars or
coaches. In regard to the morality of the run-
ning of the cars on Sunday, he oconcludes his
lengthy opision as follows:—

Having established the absolute negessity, In
the present state of our cliy, of passsngor rall-
ways, and the utter impracticabllity of doing
withone them, why should there be one day in
soven io which that necessity must cease, and
noloperate? All that ceasea on Sunday 1s com-
mon toll or labor, aud the intentlon 18 to proteot
whe laboring man, who earns his bread by the
swent of his brow, Hesides worship and prayer,
there are bours for healthful snd inoocen
recreation, These are protected by the consti-
tatiounl provikion,

We have Fubllc sguares anda gréat publle

ark owned by our fellow-cilizens, and In-

nded for thelr benefit and that of thelr wives
and children. Ulergymen, lawyers, physiclans,
merohants, sod even judges, bave six days in
the week In which they muy enjoy all thoese
and other similar advantages, and which they
may do §0 oheu‘)lﬁoby means of the PASEENEEr
raiiways. The laboring man, the mechanlo,
the artisan, hay bat one h{ in whioh he ean
rest, can dress himself nnd bis family in their
comforiable Bunday clothes, attond ehurch,
and then lake healtbfol exercise; bul, Py this
injunction, his carriage—(he poor man's cars
riage, the pawsenger var—is laken away, and Is
not permitied to run for LS aecommodation,
The laboring man and his eblldren are never
allowed 10 see Fairmount Park,a parl of his
own rty.

Whatthe «*City Fathers™ Did Yesterday.
Tar regular Thursday meeting of the Coun-
oils of Philadelphia took place yesterday, and
the usoal business was transacted. By the
usnal business, we mean three hours of use-
less disonssion, and the voting of a namber
of Dbilld which the propurty-holders will next
year have to pay. In addition to the standard
order of buainess, the question of the Presi-
denoy of Girard College came up. Selsot Coun-
oil, by a vote of 11 to 10, adopted & resolu-
tion direoting the Direotors of the Institution
to suspend all action in regard to the expul-
sion of the P'resident until after the Commit.
tes of Councils had reported. In Comwmon
Council an adjournment prevented a vots being
reached; but Mr. R. M. Evans delivered a
oharacteristio speach. [He gaid that “Conn.
cilsa gave the Directora tha power to
govern the institution, and after the Board
has acted it ia improper for the Chamber to
interfere. The difficulty now is a partisan ons,
and the geutlemen who complain of the re-
moval of Mr. Smith forget that the Democrats
made a olean sweep there, and by partisan
menns seourad the alection of Mr. Smith."

In the first place, the speaker makes a re-
markable assertion. The Councils have lost
all power over the Diectors, The Chambers
cannot interfere, whatever the Directors do.
Suppose that they should see fit to destroy the
College, or to olose it for six months without
csuse, or to eharge board for all the boys ad-

mitted, could not Councila interfere? It is
absurd to claim that the power to
direct the Directors does not ultimately

reside in Counolls. They could uot empower
the Board to do an illegal aot, and the moment
the Board attempts such, they exosed their
delegated power, and it s not only tha right,
but also the duty of Conndils to interfers.
S0 far as the statement that the slection of Mr.
HBmith waa a partisan one is concerned, it is
simply false. The old Board, knowing that
it had no power to remove [Presidant
Allen for political reasons, adopted the
expediont of reducing his salary. The
end was the same, although in one vcase the
way was a legal and in the other an illegal
one, Mr. Allen resigned, and thers was a
vacancy for months, aud flnally Major Smith,
without haviog anything to do with the crea-
tion of the vacancy, accepted the offive. His
retention at present is not on political grounds
i the least. The five Republican dailies all
oppose his removal as strongly as the two
Demooratio ones. We are demanding justice,
and vot political favor; and as Major Bmith
is mot a Demeorat, there can be no sense in the
oy of politica, But even if he was, and he
did his duty in his office, we would be opposed
to the rude expulsion which has been coarsely
ordered by a bare majority of the Board. The
speech of Mr. Evans, if it was not convinsing
was sufficiently long to send the guestion over
until next week.

—Among the appropriations made was one
of “§300 for analyzing a ohild’s stomach.” It
geems to us that this is a rather dear price for
such an Investigation. If s physician could
get a fow children’s stomachs a yearto analyze,
he would have quite a comfortable incoma.

Algo, §3250 for the expenses of the apecial
comumitiee to receive *‘Generals Sheridan and
Hanoook,'” which, upon investigation, turned
out to be only for General Sheridan, as General
Haneock paid all his own expenses, We would
like to have the items for snch an exorbitant
charge., Three thousand two hundred dollars
is really enormous for the bills of three msn
for two days and a hall.

The trifling sum of §14,000 was appropristed
for the fees of the District Attorney for one
year, and 810,600 for those of the Clark of
(Quarter SBesgions, These sums really “o’ertop
the infinite,”

Mr. Evaus submitted an ordinance requiring
passenger railroad cars to have guards on the
front platform, to prevent persous getting on
or off at that end of the car. This movemant
is a good one. The recent case in court, in
which & boy was killed by standing on
the front platform and being dragged off
by &  Dbrick-pile, I8 a fearful evidence
of how necessary swh a  reform
{s. In oonmeotion with the same onse Mr.
Wagner . submitted a resolation looking
towards the removal of brick piles in our prin-
cipal streets, As both these questions were of
practical importance, and really demandad by
the condition of the city, they were immedi-
ately———reforred to a Committes, from whoss
sorutiny it is improbable that they will ever
emerge, All appropriations are passed imme-
diately, without items# or examination, bul
necessary laws are sent to committes, and in
these graveyards they too often frequently
reposs forever. But then Councils are careful
bodies, and do not wish to act precipitately !
